Mr. Somer- 
set Fitzroy is prosecuting for the 
Crown. oe : 
The following jury was em- 
panelled:—Messrs, oF. Goodwin 
(foreman), J, Ji? Raikes, Sheik 
Juman, M, A, Xavier, §. E. Sousa, 
Cc. C. Wong and R, Abraham. 
After putting in ‘maps of the 
foeality and photographs showing 
the -wounds on the. head of .the 
murdered man; Mr. Fitzroy said 
that, as in most cases of murder, 
it was very seldom that: anyone 
was present at .the time of the 
‘alleged murder and: actually saw 
the blow struck. . Consequently, it 
was necessary to .prove facts 
showing that, firat-of all, a murder 
was committed, and, secondly, that 
the man accused . was the gullty 
party. : ; 


Both Men Drunk, 


The prisoner and Jetta Singh, 
continued counsel, were both em- 
ployed as watchman at the 
premises of the Standard” Oil 


Company at’ Laichikok, The!” 
watches were of six‘houra’ dura-}-° 


tion and wero taken in shifts, four 
men taking one shift and the other 
four taking the next. Both men 
belonged to the same shift. 

On dhe morning of February 
Ifth the prisoner and Jetta Singh, 
with two others, came off duty at 
six o'clock and, after a rest, turned 


oft for breakfast, when they drank |" 


a bottle of alcohol’ which was. a 
type of gin. The No. 1 watchman 
would say that at four o'clock on 
that afternoon he saw the. two men, 
who were both drunk. « He later saw 
them at half past five, “when they 
were in much -the same state. 

‘At aix o'clock, they went off duty 
and Jetta Singh changed from: his 
uniform into ao suit of lighter 
colour. They did not appear to 
have had anything to eat, and when 
they were in their quarters another 


watchman noticed that the prisons . 


vas taking off his shoes. hat wit- 
ness went out for a few minutes, 
and, when he returned, both ‘the 


prisoner and Jetta Singh had gone. |. 


“A Good Deal ‘of Alcohol.” 
Apparently-they walked towards 
the bus terminus, continued’ Mr.

Jetta Singh returned to his quar- 
ters at about half past seven in & 
very drunken condition and, added 
counsel, “I shall ask the fury to

At about nine o'clock, Jetta Singh 
actually went to bed, but he got up 
half an hour later and went out, 
That. was the last time that any of 
the Crown witnesses saw him alive. 
An Indian who entered the quarters 
just. afterwards, found Jetta 
Singh's bed comparatively in order 
and it did not appear to have been 
disturbed. , 


Dead Body Found.
